Risking the wrath of the 
low-lying poison ivy I moved in closer and focused my 
camera lens upon her; black and gold, wide and round, 
her fat, juicy body bulged as she ate her way through this 
phase of her existence, just one of the myriad faces of the 
manifold mystery of the monarch. 

This time, I knew more than she, I thought. I 
knew what she was going to be one day soon, what she 
would look like, her very nature as I captured her form in 
the moment with my camera click, studying each end of 
her, all of her mine for the moment. 

I conjured up a quick poem and whispered to 
her, "Butterfly flutterby right now, the hungry caterpillar, 
with no thought other than this leaf. Within a fortnight, 
you will leave this place as the meadow falls to grief."

Huybertie Hamlin: A Witness To History

He hands me the fragile envelopes containing 
letters between two women - women whose half- 
century of friendship, of fond regard for one another, is 
documented through written words. 

David Anderson, a Mattapoisett resident, has 
once again invited me to peek into the past - a past 
preserved in his family's letters that he so graciously 
hands to me. He is especially keen to show me a letter sent 
to his grandmother, Mary B. H. Ransom, from her friend 
Huybertie Pruyn Hamlin (1873-1964). Hamlin, I would 
learn, had a relationship with the Roosevelts and often 
spent time at the White House. 
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I slip the letter from the tiny, slim envelope. It 
seems too small to contain important historical references 
as promised by Anderson. But then I read, "It has been 
a wonderful six weeks here full of historic events. I saw the 
'Union of Nations' agreement signed in the President's study 
Friday evening. I stood by the desk , he signed first, then 
Churchill then Litvinoff and finally Soong for China. It is a 
great paper. I also went with the President and Mrs. R and Mr. 
Churchill and his party to New Year Service at Christ Church 
in Alexandria and then to Mt. Vernon where Mr. Churchill 
placed a wreath on the tomb. Best wishes , H.P. Hamlin." The 
letter was written on January 5, 1942. 

Hamlin was a summer resident in Mattapoisett 
for many decades. As a frequent guest of the Roosevelts, 
with whom her family was well acquainted, she had 
occasions to meet many of the international movers and 
shakers of those bygone days. 

As the wife of Charles Hamlin, the first governor 
of the Federal Reserve Board, the White House was a 
familiar place to her. Several Hamlin letters were written 
on White House stationary. 

Anderson tells me that the document Hamlin 
spoke of was the precursor to the creation of the United 
Nations that will celebrate its 75 th anniversary in January 
2017. He feels it is timely to share Hamlin's letter 
describing her firsthand account of the historic signing. 

As we read passages from the letters Ransom 
received from Hamlin, Anderson passes along bits of 
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family folklore and historical facts. 

Anderson believes that his grandmother's 
membership in the Women's Democratic Club, as well as 
her prominent position as postmistress, aided in bringing 
the two women close. In spite of that shared connection, 
Anderson doubts they would have socialized. 

"My grandmother was a commoner. Mrs. Hamlin 
was a Brahmin," Anderson said. "That's the way it was 
back then," he added. 

He speculates that maybe Ransom's securing 
of the esteemed position of postmistress was influenced 
by Hamlin's connections in Washington. It's not so far- 
fetched. Regardless, the two women remained close via 
letters for five decades. 

The letters are like time capsules that intrigue and 
conspire, pushing Anderson to continue his research and 
investigations looking into the past and preserving it for 
the future. 

He points to a set of letters from Hamlin with 
thick, black borders. Anderson said, "I think she was in 
mourning." He says the Hamlins had only one child.

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Anna, who perished in her early twenties. One can't help 
but be touched, even now, by this mother's sorrow. 

Another missive from Hamlin dated November 
28, 1941 is precious for how it allows her personality to 
come through. She wrote to Ransom, "I am sleeping in 
Lincoln's huge walnut bed. The back reaches up about ten feet 
and is all carved with fruit and birds , a really hideous Victorian 
product. " You can almost hear her chuckling. 

In that same letter Hamlin laments, "But I miss 
my dear Mattapoisett terribly. I find it hard to walk or ride, 
walk again after seventeen months of sand and woods. I love 
the peace and quiet and my lovely glassed in piazza . . . and the 
dear dogs." Hamlin's summer home was located on Ned's 
Point at the very end facing the harbor. It was known as 
the Shattuck house in her day. The Hamlins also owned a 
large farm estate across the road. 

Anderson has not confined his research solely 
to the family letters. On his desk is a copy of Old 
Mattapoisett: A Summer Portrait by Edward Wood. (A 
volume is available for check-out at the library.) The book 
is an authoritative collection of facts and pictures well 
worth the reading for those interested in local history. 

Anderson's joy in studying the family letters and 
sharing them comes shining through as he says with a 
broad smile, "Isn't it wonderful!" Yes, it most certainly is.

Community Gardeners See Successful Year

They might be just "three old men" out picking 
vegetables now, but the trio is part of a community project 


What a find! 
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that, with a little outreach, established its roots a little bit 
deeper and wider this year. 

Bob Nichols, Bill O'Keefe, and Jim Bradshaw, 
who have been tilling the soil and growing vegetables, 
fruits, and flowers at the community garden on the corner 
of Prospect and Pine Island for five to seven years now, 
got what they wanted this year - a full house and a hearty 
harvest. 

"It's been a phenomenal growing season," said 
Nichols, "The tomatoes - they love the hot, hot weather." 

Since Nichols and his raspberry patch first graced 
the cover of The Wanderer back in May, Nichols said 
residents interested in securing a spot at the community 
garden came forward, leading to the addition of four new 
gardeners to the group. 

"We even have two people on the waiting list," 
said Nichols. 

On the Friday morning of September 9, Nichols 
was planting some radishes and winter root vegetables 
by seed, while O'Keefe and Bradshaw harvested some 
tomatoes, squashes, and one of Bradshaw's prized 
gigantic two-and-a-half-foot-long calabassa squashes 
grown from seeds that Nichols brought back from 
Barcelona. They also stood marveling at a second 
calabassa, still on the vine, now approaching three feet 
long and still growing. 

"I'd say everybody up here this summer is 
pleased," said Nichols, who himself collected about 
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38 quarts of raspberries from one of his garden plots. 
Looking around at the land, each rectangle of garden 
bed overflowing with vegetation and the scents of an 
end-of-the-summer harvest, Nichols stated, "Mission 
accomplished." 

Although there is a waiting list, Nichols said 
there may be a shift in garden plots next year, and 
perhaps a few added, so anyone interested in joining in 
the community garden next year should email him at 
cbcrescentbch@comcast.net. 

Selectmen Approve Special Town Meeting Warrant 

Marion Board of Selectmen

The Marion Special Fall Town Meeting Warrant 
was closed and approved by the Board of Selectmen on 
Friday, September 9, during a special morning meeting in 
the town administrator's office. 

The warrant features five articles, including one 
to accept the donation of the VFW building at 465 Mill 
Road, Route 6. 

The article, if approved by Town Meeting voters, 
would authorize the selectmen, in the best interest of the 
Town of Marion, to take any and all necessary steps to 
acquire the building and the property on which it sits. 

During a prior meeting of the Board of Selectmen, 
board members and Town Administrator Paul Dawson 
all agreed that the donation was a generous one. It would 
serve the town well as a senior center/ community center 
and would continue to serve as the town's polling station 
for future elections. 

Dawson said that once the article is approved, it 
would be a "quick closing to turn it over to the town." 

Also on the warrant. Article 1 authorizes the 
transfer of $20,000 from the treasury (free cash) to the 
Planning Board for consulting services to assist in the 
Master Plan development. 

Article 2 appropriates $475,976 for the Marion 
Town House Building Committee to complete the 
construction design of town house renovations. 

Article 3 would allow the Board of Selectmen 
to enter into negotiations for a Payment in Lieu of Taxes 
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(PILOT) agreement with Clean Energy Collective of 
Worcester, MA for the solar array located off Tucker Lane. 

Selectmen stressed that this would not mean 
that the solar developer would pay any less in taxes to 
the town; it would, however, spread those payments out 
more evenly over the life of the project, making payment 
amounts more predictable. 

Article 4 is the VFW building article, and Article 5 
authorizes the Board of Selectmen to petition the General 
Court to allow half of the town's receipts from the power 
purchase agreement with Future Generation Wind to be 
invested into the town's OPEB (Other Post Employment 
Benefits) trust fund, with the other half of receipts going 
into an Energy Efficiency Account to support further 
efforts on behalf of the Town to conserve energy, reduce 
reliance on fossil fuels, and reduce the Town's carbon 
footprint and impact on global climate change. 

Dawson estimated that the annual amount in 
receipts from the wind project would be between $80,000 
and $100,000. 

The Marion Special Fall Town Meeting is 
scheduled for Monday, October 24 at 6:45 pm at Sippican 
School. 


Abutters Angry Over Wellspring Permit 

Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals

Wellspring Farm, located on Hiller and Walnut 
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Plain Roads, has been working through a number of local 
regulatory issues for many months. 

Jim and Holly Vogel, owners and operators of 
the experiential therapeutic riding center, have had to 
reconfigure the use of the property as abutters have 
fumed over what they perceive to be the loss of peaceful 
use of their homes due to traffic, noise, and animal waste 
associated with the Vogels' business. 

Wellspring recently reached a consensus with 
the Rochester Conservation Commission regarding the 
systematic removal of animal waste from the property 
versus storing it on site and the delineation of wetlands to 
ensure protection of all jurisdictional areas. 
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On September 8, the Vogels, in a continuation 
of their special permit hearing, were once again before 
the Rochester Zoning Board of Appeals to learn the fate 
of that application. This was the last in a series of ZBA 
hearings that were sometimes punctuated by emotionally 
charged testimony for and against the business from 
abutters and clients. After a site visit to Wellspring Farm 
by several ZBA members, the verdict was in: a special 
permit was granted with a list of conditions. 

Chairman Richard Cutler read each condition, 
allowing additional input from board members to ensure 
consensus. Public comment had been closed at the August 
25 hearing. 

The first condition placed on the special permit 
prohibits the transferring of the permit to operate a 
commercial enterprise on the property. This is a standard 
condition placed on most special permits in the town. 

Attorney George Boerger, representing the 
Vogels, asked the board to consider allowing a transfer if 
it involved family members such as the Vogels' children 
who are part of the management team for the business. 

Mr. Vogel was asked if children were members 
of the limited liability corporation, to which he answered 
'no.' He was asked if the property was presently being 
marketed for sale. His response was no. However, Cathy 
Mendoza, 32 Hiller Road, piped up saying that it was, 
in fact, for sale and pointed to her cell phone. Cutler 
dismissed her comment. 

After some discussion and debate between the 
board members, Davis Sullivan and Jeffrey Costa felt 
strongly that transferring of the special permit should not 
be allowed, even to family members. Kirby Gilmore and 
David Arancio were ambivalent on the matter. The non- 
transfer statue remained. 

The second condition dealt with parking on 
public roadways, one of the primary concerns aired by 
abutters. A parking plan was offered by the Vogels and 
accepted, pending any modification by the Planning 
Board who will be reviewing an updated site plan in 
the coming weeks. The ZBA members also added that 
vehicles should not be left idling for more than five 
minutes to avoid annoying the neighbors.

While abutters sought to limit the hours of 
operation, the ZB A granted Monday through Friday, 9:00 
am to 6:00 pm, except for one-hour occasional emergency 
consultations outside normal hours of operation. 

Fencing and screening was another condition the 
ZB A required. Any new stockade fencing will be 8-feet 
high versus the 6-foot high fence currently in place and 
vegetated screening will be maintained. New plantings 
shall be of an evergreen variety. 

Vogel asked why the abutters who complained 
about the height of the fencing didn't erect a higher 
fence on their property. Cutler replied, "Because you're 
requesting the permit." 

Animal waste removal was another condition to 
the special permit - it must be contained and removed 
every 60 days. 

And lastly, the Vogels must submit an updated 
site plan to the Planning Board within 90 days. 

In closing. Cutler said that the abutters' request 
that treatment activities at Wellspring Farm take place at 
least 80 feet from the property line was "not practical." 

He also said that appeals to the ZBA decision would be 
open for 20 days. 

Mendoza wished to raise the issue of whether 
or not Wellspring was for sale. Cutler said, "It doesn't 
matter," as it was not germane to the ZBA decision. 

After the meeting had adjourned. Cutler stated, 
"We're hoping we've set some ground rules . . . but, I 
expect appeals on both sides." 

As abutters left the building, Mendoza exclaimed, 
"They got everything they wanted." 

In a follow-up interview outside the meeting 
venue, Boerger said, "We are pleased that the ZBA has 
allowed the very worthwhile work for the children." He 
also said, "Abutters' complaints about traffic were blown 
out of proportion [and are] primarily a result from growth 
in the community." 

When Mendoza descended from the town hall 
building, she headed towards the Vogels hollering, "You 
are a liar!" and "It is for sale!" 

No date yet has been set for the Vogels' 
appearance before the Planning Board.

Marion Adopts Synthetic Drug Ban

During a public hearing (sans any public) on 
Tuesday, September 13, the Marion Board of Health 
voted in favor of adopting a bylaw that outlaws the sale 
and purchase of synthetic drugs - synthetic marijuana, 
synthetic stimulants, and synthetic psychedelics/ 
hallucinogens - but not without a moment of hesitation 
beforehand. 

The bylaw reads, "No person shall sell, offer to 
sell, distribute, gift, or display for sale synthetic drugs, 
incense, spice, bath salts, plant food or any blend are also 
included." 

The ban includes any of the synthetic drug 
substances manufactured for inhalation, ingestion, or any 
other delivery systems. 

The board debated the practicality of adopting 
such a restriction after board member Jason Reynolds 
relayed Police Chief Lincoln Miller's opinion on the 
matter. 

"His response was that he did not want to go 
against the town counsel's opinion that was rendered in 
January," said Reynolds, alluding to Town Counsel Jon

Whitten's advice that the Police Department should not 
be the enforcing authority without a Town Meeting vote. 
"The other issue that he raised was the fact that there's 
going to be a ballot initiative in less than two months' 
time ... on whether or not marijuana would become 
legal." 

The chief's question was whether or not a 
statewide legalization of marijuana would essentially 
make the board's regulation invalid. 

"I see where he's coming from," said board 
member John Howard. He later added, "I think we have 
to honor his opinion as a committee, as a representative of 
the town until such time as there's another opinion..." 

Reynolds, however, managed to sway Howard's 

opinion. 

"My personal opinion is that I would hope, just 
like tobacco products are legal, that even if marijuana 
became legal in this state, we as a board of health would 
be able to determine how it was sold in our community 
just as tobacco," Reynolds said. "I'm perfectly fine moving 
forward and regulating the sale of synthetic cannabis and 
other synthetic drugs and be responsible for policing the 
few stores in town that exist right now." 

"I agree with you, Jason," said Howard. "I think 
we can take that on." 

Reynolds responded, "I think we wanted to try 
to regulate it as much as possible. . .. The first thing to do 
would be to regulate this and build from that."

The vote to ban the synthetic drugs was 
unanimous. 

In other matters, as the board prepares to move 
forward on a ban of all flavored tobacco and cigarettes, 
including menthol cigarettes, Howard, who was absent 
from the prior meeting when the bulk of the menthol 
cigarette ban took place, went on the record as saying 
he opposes the motion, given that more than one source 
warned the board that the tobacco industry would likely 
sue the town as a result. 

Cheryl Sbarra, senior staff attorney for the 
Massachusetts Association of Health Boards, said on 
August 23 that Marion would only be the third or 
possibly fourth municipality in the entire country to 
attempt to ban menthol cigarette sales. The tobacco 
company sued the other cities and towns, and only 
Providence prevailed in the higher court due to language 
that restricted the sale of menthol cigarettes to "adult 
only" venues. 

In Marion, with no "adult only" venues of its 
own, the Board of Health would be passing a virtual ban 
on the menthol cigarettes. 

Town Counsel Jon Whitten also cautioned the 
board on including menthol cigarettes in the town's 
restriction of the sale and purchase of flavored tobacco 
and nicotine products, but board members Betsy Dunn 
and Reynolds feel confident that, should a lawsuit 
threaten the town, the board could rescind the menthol

cigarette language from the regulation, or perhaps seek 
pro bono legal advice from organizations that specialize 
in fighting the tobacco industry. 

"I don't like to risk litigation," said Howard. "I 
don't want to put the town in that position. ... I will go on 
the record as opposing [the risk of litigation]." 

After further discussion, the board decided to 
hold off on taking any action on the menthol cigarette ban 
until it can speak with Sbarra to get a sense of the scope of 
the legal risks and whether the town might solicit enough 
support from anti-tobacco organizations. 

"If [Sbarra] can't get that info to us, then I think it 
would be fiscally irresponsible to go into a fight with the 
tobacco industry," said Reynolds. "But I do not want to

Davignon then had comments he wished the 
commission to consider regarding the Spieldenner NOI: 

1) paving will cause more runoff onto the Rousseau 
property; 2) consideration of an earthen berm versus a 
drainage swale; and 3) that NOI remain open for two 
years through two wet seasons to ensure the system 
works properly.

some of the grading changes in the plan, mostly in 
relation to the historic lighthouse located on the island. 

Mostello explained that a "small bump of 
material" consisting of coarse sand and gravel, which 
is only 6 inches higher than the base of the lighthouse, 
would drain stormwater rapidly, circumventing any 
stormwater flow towards the lighthouse base. 

"I don't think there's any cause for concern over 
any changes," Mostello said. "That 'bump' really is just 
going to occur to the southeast and it's only six inches." 

Burnett reiterated that the grade of the land, 
relative to the lighthouse, slopes outward. From the 
lighthouse, over the course of 50 feet, the grading increase 
to the southeast would be gradual, saying, "To someone's

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eye ... it's going to be essentially flat." 

"There won't be any issues regarding drainage," 
Burnett said. He added that the finest materials used 
for fill at the site would be a medium-sized sand with 
course gravel. "No fine material around the base of the 
lighthouse."

committee members voiced concern over their inability 
to attend earlier meetings, so for now the committee will 
meet every six weeks. 

"I think this is a great idea," said School 
Committee Chairman James Higgins. 

The committee also decided to switch its regular 
meeting time from 7:00 to 6:30 pm. 

Also during the meeting. School Business 
Administrator Patrick Spencer announced that the school 
district finished off fiscal year 2016 with a monetary 
surplus of $157,000. Spencer said the funds would likely 
be turned over to an account to fund future unexpected 
special education costs. 

White also told the committee that a new online 
system adopted to assist the school district in filling 
substitute teacher and paraprofessional positions is a 
success so far. 

With AESOP, potential substitute teachers and 
paraprofessionals can more easily access jobs as they are 
posted in real time and pick and choose the ones that fit 
into their specifications. 

"We haven't had a substitute [position] that hasn't 
been filled as of yet [this school year]," said White. "It's 
working pretty good so far." 

In other matters, contracts for new security 
entrance vestibules for the two schools have gone out to 
bid, and construction will likely take place over the winter 
break or February break. White told the committee.

At this time last year, the Beebe Grill at Tabor 
Academy would have been vacant during the school day, 
locked up tight with the lights off. Today, the place is 
packed with students, and the sounds of loud chatter and 
the occasional strike of a pool ball fill the air. 

Since a local popular Marion and Mattapoisett 
coffee shop / cafe opened in the Beebe Grill (often referred 
to as "the Beebe") last winter, the space has been quickly 
transformed into a hotspot of student activity. Students 
flock to the Beebe to grab a quick bite to eat, relax with 
friends, or challenge each other in a game of pool or 
foosball. 

With a few months of experience under their 
belt, the satellite Tabor location of the well-known cafe 
has been working to enhance the experience at the Beebe. 
During this time, they have been able to listen to the 
student body and respond to advice on how to improve

the food options and the environment as a whole. 

Over the past several weeks, some aesthetic 
changes were made to the space, most notably the 
addition of an awning on the patio of the Beebe, similar to 
the one at the 350 Front Street cafe. 

"Having this awning is awesome," said cafe 
owner/ operator Jonathan Pope. 

Additionally, new tables and chairs have been 
added to the space to make it more of a cafe setting. 

To complement these additions, the Tabor Art 
Department is working to showcase student art on 
display on the walls, rotating out works regularly. 

Although the services offered by the cafe will not 
vary significantly this year, there will be more options 
in terms of food offerings. Among these options will be 
theme nights each day of the week (think Mexican food 
on Mondays, wings on Tuesday, et cetera), as well as new 
healthy options. 

"Getting healthy hotdogs, that's come up [as an 
idea]," said Pope. 

Adding the Tabor cafe has been a worthwhile 
endeavor for the coffee shop / cafe owner. The Tabor 
students, many of whom used to take the long walk to 
Dunkin' Donuts or cross Route 6 to the Front Street cafe 
location, now only have to walk a matter of feet to have 
access to a smoothie or a bagel, two of the most popular 
items on the menu. 

The benefits of the addition are most apparent in 
the winter, when the Front Street cafe site typically has 
a downtime due to the diminished population in town. 
With students as a captive audience, and many hockey 
games and other athletic contests bringing hundreds of 
people to the campus, the Beebe Grill stays active all day 
long. 

The success of the satellite cafe site at Tabor has 
been beneficial to both the shop and the school. At the 
end of the school year, the cafe owner gave a donation 
of $8,000 to the school to benefit students without the 
financial means to attend Tabor and help them be a part of 
the Beebe environment. For many students, this funding 
allows an opportunity to enjoy the Beebe's offerings 
without financial concerns prohibiting it. 

"I really enjoy seeing those kids who I would not 
usually see and charging food with a smile on their face," 
said Pope. 

For the cafe employees working at the Beebe Grill, 
concerns about the attitudes and manners of students at 
Tabor were quickly diminished. According to Pope, "They 
say, 'oh my God, these kids are really polite.' [The Tabor 
students] say thank you every time we're handing them 
something and they're handing a transaction forward, so 
it's a win-win situation. It's just great. It's a breath of fresh 
air."

On Thursday, September 29, the Mattapoisett 
zoning board will hear our appeal for enforcement of the 
town's zoning bylaw with respect to the Inn at Shipyard 
Park. 

As the date for that hearing approaches, we have 
become aware that the Inn is once again disseminating 
false information, claiming that we are trying to take 
away their license. Nothing could be further from the 
truth. 

There was an inn and restaurant at this location 
for years. When the town zoned this section of town 
as residential in 1967, the Mattapoisett Inn continued 
to provide lodging and meals, and light entertainment 
for guests. That use was protected by grandfathering. 
Most residents of town can remember going there for 
family meals, with piano music in the small bar area. 

We certainly recognize the Inn's right to continue that 
business. That business was always a part of what made 
Mattapoisett special. 

When the Inn changed hands a few years ago, 
the new owner assured the neighbors and town officials

that he knew what it was to be a good neighbor, and 
promised a restaurant with soft music. But that is not 
what happened. The reality is amplified music up to four 
nights a week, with horns, drums, screaming, yelling and 
obnoxious behavior. The inn has been transformed into a 
nightclub. 

The restaurant seating has been cut nearly in half. 
The bar area formerly had 26 seats - it now holds 81 seats, 
although the typical crowds jammed into the building 
when the bands are playing far exceed that number. 

The noise is enough that folks looking to book rooms 
online are warned by the Inn's owners that they may be 
disturbed by the amplified music.

New Single-Handed Nationals 

Two new classes of sailboat racing will form up 
at the starting line this month in Massachusetts for first- 
of- their kind Nationals. Top competitors in Bullseyes and 
H-12s are organizing national championships for single- 
handers. The first set of races will be held in Buzzards Bay 
on Saturday, September 17. 

National championships are already a fixture of 
Bullseye and H-12 racing, but those contests have always 
been limited to boats that carry a crew of two or three. 
Competitors in the new single-handed class include past

team champions who have carried home national honors 
(1st through 3rd place) at least a dozen times. 

Conditions on Buzzards Bay should be ideal, as 
early autumn presents some the best sailing weather of 
the year. The Beverly Yacht Club will host the competition 
and provide marks, committee boat and other hardware. 

Chris Collings and Ed Tiffany, both perennial 
top contenders in crewed racing, are doing much of the 
organizational work. However, neither claims to be "the 
guy in charge," said Collings. Many others have stepped 
up to do vital work. "I tend to see myself as a member of 
a flash mob," Collings said. 

The Beverly Yacht Club has an unusually large 
and active Bullseye fleet, and has fielded a formidable 
squad of boats year after year for the crewed Nationals. 
Many veterans of those campaigns will be part of the new 
single-handed Nationals, either as competitors or as race 
officials, Collings said. 

Bullseye and H-12 sailors are an especially 
dogged breed of one-design racers. All through the 
regular racing season, said Collings, single-handers will 
compete even though class rules make it impossible for 
them to go on to Nationals. 

The Bullseye Class Association polled some 220 
members, and learned that 70% wanted single-handers to 
have their own national competition: main-and-jib only. 
Collings said a smaller cadre of H-12 solo sailors then 
asked whether they could be included, with a separate 


start time. "The message was clear that these races were 
meeting a previously unmet need," he said. 

Ed Tiffany reports that creating the new single- 
handed class has prompted at least four new skippers to 
join the Bullseye Sailing Association in order to become 
eligible to compete in this year's Nationals. 

So far, 15 Bullseyes and seven H-12s have signed 
up. Competitors will be coming from Massachusetts, 
Maine, New York and Florida. The Bullseye Sailing 
Association has already committed to including single- 
handed racing at next year's Nationals in Maine, Collings 
said. 

These will be serious races, Collings said, but 
with slightly less formal character. There will be no 
protest room: a race judge will mete out "three-minute 
justice" for protests right on the race course. Courses will 
be short in order to fit multiple races into a morning.

Dr. Strangelove, or How I Learned to Stop Worrying 
and Love the Bomb (1964). Starring Peter Sellers 
and George C. Scott. Directed by Stanley Kubrick. 
Running time: 90 minutes. In select theaters on 
September 18 and 21; checkfathomevents.com for 
showtimes and theaters. 

What does Dr. Strangelove say to us today? We're 
more worried about terrorism than about the bomb — 
that is, about stateless radicals wanting to kill us, instead 
of an entire country ranged against us. Has it kept its 
power to shock? I suppose its cool, detached amusement 
in the face of armageddon remains shocking in the sense 
of a revivifying splash of cold water. Fifty-two years on, 
the movie is still more hip than most of what American 
filmmakers — Hollywood or indie — can muster. Like 
Tom Lehrer, Stanley Kubrick chortled darkly at the 
idea of us killing ourselves off en masse. Mankind's 
developing the brains to devise a weapon that could 
render ourselves extinct is perhaps the great cosmic 
irony, and Dr. Strangelove dances gaily (yet coolly) inside 
that irony. 

The world dies screaming because of one 
sexually hung-up man — General Jack D. Ripper 
(Sterling Hayden), who sends word to a B-52 to 
commence Wing Attack Plan R, essentially a nuclear 
assault on the Soviet Union. Why? The commies, of 
course, have released fluoride into the water to corrupt 
our precious bodily fluids. As Ripper explains to his 
captive. Group Captain Mandrake (Peter Sellers), he will 
have sex with women, but he denies them his "essence." 
This from a movie that kicks off with a pornographic 
sequence of a bomber refueling in flight (images that 
may have haunted J.G. Ballard). Sexuality is a joke, 
swiftly diverted into military violence by way of 
repression. Bombers and bombs are the only things that 
really get off in this brave new future. 

Kubrick's attack isn't on anything as simple as 
the military but on masculinity itself (only one woman 
is seen onscreen) and, incidentally, on the hubris of 
humanity itself, its evolved but still bestial brain. 

Man's inability to deal with its own existential terror, 
which clouded its judgment and prevented its further 
evolution, was Kubrick's main theme. Every idiot man 
in Dr. Strangelove exists to illustrate it — the ineffectual 
American president Merkin Muffley (Sellers again), the 



rip-roaring General Buck Turgidson (George C. Scott), 
the hee-hawing bomber commander Major Kong 
(Slim Pickens), the leering Dr. Strangelove (Sellers yet 
again). Women don't figure into the movie's vision 
except as thwarted sexual opportunities; they're 
almost invisible but at least, in 1964 anyway, they 
don't send people to war. 

Dr. Strangelove himself (ne Merkwiirdigliebe) 
is perhaps the crowning creation of both Sellers and 
Kubrick, a toxic-hipster ex-Nazi patterned partly 
on Wernher von Braun ("Once the rockets are up, 
who cares where they come down? That's not my 
department," as Lehrer characterized von Braun's 
stance) and partly on Rotwang from Metropolis. 
Strangelove' s accent navigates dangerously through 
his bared teeth, wafting out in a strangled hum 
of platitudes about the survivability and even 
preferability of a nuclear war. Putting all his creative, 
chameleonic eggs in this basket. Sellers is riveting, and 
Kubrick lets him run with his instincts. (Some Kubrick 
detractors have suggested that once he lost Sellers he 
lost Sellers' questing, improvisational quality of play.) 

At a sleek, quicksilver ninety minutes. 
Dr. Strangelove proceeds in quick, surgical edits; the 
only dissolve I can recall accompanies the movie's 
most slapstick moment, involving a Coke-bottle 
machine. (Kubrick was right to axe the legendary 
pie-fight scene; it would've been just too vaudeville 
for the eventual cool tone of the film.) Slight dutch 
angles abound, jazzing up a movie that is roughly 
80% dialogue, but also giving us the simultaneously 
hilarious and intimidating image of General Ripper, 
phallic cigar jutting out, seemingly photographed 
from the general region of . . . his crotch. The audience 
is thus put in a submissive, fellatial position before the 
man who essentially makes himself God, who waves 
his hand (or a code) and kills us all off to the musical 
stylings of Vera Lynn. Kubrick knew what he was 
doing.
